House Approves 
Farm Outlay Cut 


W ashington, Feb. 3 (AP) — T h at 
nightm are of many congressmen, th e 
fear of having to vote In this elec­ 
tion year for new taxes or an in ­ 
crease in th e national debt lim it, 
helped economy advocates win house 
approval Friday night for a drastic 
reduction in federal farm outlays. 
W ithout a record vote, the cham ­ 
ber passed an agriculture supply bill 
which would provide $66,928,435 less 
than President Roosevelt proposed 
for activities in behalf of the farm er 
during the fiscal year starting July I. 
T he house held the measure to a 
total of $723,001,084, which is $579,- 
339,231 under Die total available for 
the current fiscal year. 
It retained 
m any of the reductions made by its 
appropriations 
committee, 
despite 
the fact th a t the President had 
called the committee cuts perfectly 
terrible and Rep. Jones (D-Texas) 
had pleaded with tears in his eyes 
for restoration of a $25,000,000 loan 
fund to help tenants become farm j 
owners. 
Now tile bill goes to the senate, 
where farm state mem bers will try to j 
restore it to the size asked by Mr. 
Roosevelt and undertake also to add ! 
at least $200,000,000 for ‘parity’* pay­ 
m ents. These would be designed to 
give farm ers tile sam e purchasing 
power, in term s of non-farm goods, 
th a t they had In 1909-14. 
Last year congress appropriated I 
$1,301,340,315 for farm expenditures. I
